Operitiois in Old and New FleMi 
ThrNghnt the State. 
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Barbourville, Ky., Sept. 1. — The 
Kentucky petroleum fields for tbe 
mouth Just closed thowed a wider 
range of activity then any preceding 
month this year. Better prlcjs 
commanded by crude oil are evi- 
dently having t|ielr effeejL. ijii stim- 
ulating field developmenta.- This 
time a year ago t|te better grade 
Kentucky oil commanded 71 centa 
a barrel, while tbe Inferior .' gr^e 
was quoted at 46 cents. The pres- 
ent quotations are 91 and .~>3 cents, 
respectively, and it will not surprise 
the trade if higher prices are reach- 
ed during the winter. 

Urilling between oW Wells has 
been a feature 0/ late field work 
and the older pools like Wayne and 
Wolf have yielded some good re- 
sults. 

August operations were featured 
not BO much by the increased new 
production .u by the drilling and 
starting of wells In new districts anA 
unproven territory. Prospects enter- 
ed several counties which < have been 
outside the area of activity for sev- 
eral years. 

Wolfe, Lawrence ^nd Floyd coun- 
ties, in upper Iveiitiicky; Wayne 
county, in lower KentiJcky, and Al- 
len and Ohio counttes/ in the Wes- 
tern Kentucky field, figured In pro- 
duction last month. The fekture^ 
strike last month was a well Of large 
capacity on Stillwater Creek, Wolfe 
county. An Initial daily productloa 
of 100 barrels was registered by 
this producer, which is several miles 
In advance of the proven area.

Our slipshod and chaotic sys- 
tem. If system It can be called, pois- 
bIIjIv answered fairly well tbe needs 
"1 fuity or fifty years ago, but 
everytbing else has moved tremen- 
dously within that time and moved 
with the greatest celerity and mo- 
mentum. 

With our Bchoola here tn Ken- 
tucky we have practically atood still 
(rusting to luck or some other mys- 
terious power to supplement our In- 

iliffereiire and neglect. Not so witli 
ulher more iiroHperouB and pn- 
.Tesslvf slates, tully rei OKiil^'iiiK Ih.' 
.aluu and iiiiiiortiinie of their iliU- 
. en. \\ illi enlightened zeiil and iii- 
.elligeuie llielr teiuleniy has lieeii 
l<) iTowd all (lie money into llieli 
sehoolB that could he Judiciously 
used, looking upon it as a wis', 
businesslike proposition, a most 
profitable Investment, and so It has 
proved, states younger and no more 
luvorably situated, with really In- 
lortor natural resources, aurpassIoK 
uB In material wealth two and three 
told. 

Before we can make tbe needed 
and desired progreaa we muat get 

the viewpoint that It Is not oniy 

our liisli and holy duty, hut umst 
proi'ltalile. to see our children an.l 
their silioola from the Investment 
siae and provide (.ouerously the fi- 
nancial aid that la Imperatively 
needed. 

Furthermore, we must awaken 
out of our apathy and see that this 
money Is used to the best advant- 
age and not frittered away by In- 
competence' or graft. We have been 
furnishing two and a half to three 
million dollars per annum for our 
schools for a number of years. 
What number of citltens have at 
any time tak^n the slightest inter- 
est to know how this money was be- 
ing expended? There seems to have 
been great waste. We have allowed 
the interest of our rhildren to drift 
into politics and into confusion. It 
Is high time to correct this.

In an Awakening Address Delivered 
.by Hirry A. Sommeras, of the Eliza- 
bethtown News Before the Ken- 
tucky Educational Aaaoclation, th* 
People of the Commonwealth Were 
Forcibly Reminded ef a Duty Long 
Naglaetod. 

At a recent meeting of the Keit- 
tneky Eiducatlonal aasociation at 
Louisville, Harry A. Sommers ot th* 
Eltzabethtown News charged that th* 
•ducatad people of th* oommonwwalth 
are chiefly reaponalble for th* nnedu- 
cated and that Keatuoky has been 
aaleep for fifty yeaitt on the public 
acfaool situation. 

Hr. Bommers spoke In part aa fol- 
lows tm Ihe subject of "The Press and 
the Publle School": 

I cbarKe that tbe educated of the 
commonwealth are chiefly responsible 
for the uneducated, that the learned 
are reaponslhle for the Illiterate. Wo 
have been piven talent which we have

burled Inatead of using for onr more 
nafortonate feHtm man. We have 
mafrelou* opporanitlea, but w* hav« 
not realised or aoixpted the respon- 
aibllltlea which go with the oppor- 
tunity. 

Kentucky, tbe first state In the 
South to establish free schools, has 
b*an asleep for nearly flft}- years on 
public school education and now 
wakes to find herself lagging In the 
rear of most of her sister states in 
this Important (natter. W'e were 
aaleep when we allowed our rural 
■ah<x>la to retrograde. We were 
aaleep when we did not keep the 
school apace ^th the dffrelopment 
■Bd growth ot the na^n. We were 
aaleap when we left tU* wtwi* matter 
In the hands of tbe itOuM teaoher 
and neglected our reaponalblUty to aa- 
slst him and stand by him.

The school teacher Is powerlesf ^to 
do it even wh«n he does 
He Is handicapped by the very' 
ot the case. We must look to 
cated people of thla state, 
women who will give their time 
talent and means to create a better 
sentiment for the rural schools, and 
we must look to the press. 

The newspaper and the public 
schools are the two greatest force* 
at work In this country tor both pror- 
ress and enlightenment 

Tbe newspapers' Influence depends 
upon the numl>er of readers it has and 
tbe nnmber of readers depends on how 
many people are Uught to read. Tiler* 
must b« a combination between th* 
imsa and tho proteasor, a united to- 
tereat between the newspaper and tba 
public scbool. If the press of this 
stoto would glT* bait the thooght and, 
half the space to education that it doea 
to poIltlCB the schools would be rero- 
lutloolsed In less than a decade. The 
press must flrst be made interested in 
this great question, then It must b* 
educated to the needs ot the mdtocda, 
then shown how the needs may be 
supplied. The editor and the school 
teacher muat l>e brought within closer 
touch wttb each other. This should 
be dons through this organization. 

Hind you, I am not talking about 
a movement through the press tor the 
benefit ot tb* teachers, but a mo^' 
ment tor tbe baneflt of the people. 'FLa 
school must b* made the Important
